Supreme Court Rules Against 
Levy on Union Electric 
Franchise. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY. Aug 6-- 
Tax collections in St. Louis, in- 
cluding those for the State, city 
and school purposes, are decreased 
by almost $150,000 a year by 4 
decision today of the State Su- 
preme Court. 

The court en banc held that the 
City Assessor has no right to levy 
an assessment on the franchises of 
the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. or its subsidiary, the Cupples 
Station Light, Heat and Power Co. 

This nullifies an assessment of 
$5,000,000 on the Union Electric 
franchise and one of $159,000 on 
the Cupples Station franchise, both 
of which were made in 1924 for 
taxes payable in 1926. 

Affected also is the franchise of 
the Phoenix Electric Co., a subsat- 
diary of the Laclede Gas Light Co., 
although this concern was not Aa 
plaintiff in the sult. Its franchise 
has been assessed by the city at 
$569,000. 

The court upheld the utilities’ 
_contention that power to assess 


their franchises lay with the State 
Tax Commission and State Board 
of Equalization, rather than With 
the City Assessor. In 1924 the 
State authorities did not place a 
definite assessment on these fran- 
| chises because the total assessment 
of the companies was equal to the 
total value of the properties, with- 
out figuring a franchise levy. 

It was the city’s contention that 
ithe State law, while it appeared to 
‘give this power tothe State bodies, 
failed to prescribe a method of 
|}making the franchise assessments, 
iwhich, the city argued, made it 
|\impossible for the State to make 
‘the levy and left this for the As- 
lsessor to do.

Summer foods should be 4differ- 
nt from winter foods. You need no 
heat-producing materials, at least 
not in winter quantities. 

Your energies are not exerted to 
same in summer. Of 
course, if you play tennis, or some 
other strenuous game, the energy- 
developing foods are needed even 
in hot weather.

But you make some demands 
upon your muscles, even though 
you are not working hard.

It is unfortunate that most 
people regard*milk as a beverage. 
They do not realize it is ono of the 
most important foods, ths most im- 
porcant food, initved. When it’s real 
value is appreciated ty everybody 
it will be more largely consumed. 

Children are sensitive about being 
considered babies. They come to 
look upon milk as a food for ba- 
Dies, and, unless sensibly dealt 
with, will refuse to drink it. 


The best way I know of to pre- 
vent this obstinate stand against 
milk is to have it made the com- 
mon drink of the grown-ups in the 
family. When they see father or 
mother taking a glass of milk it 
won't be hard to get the little folks 
to include it in the regular diet. 

Men born on the farm, no mat- 
ter where they later roam, are 
I'kely to be milk drinkers. The 
habit of early life persists. It is an 
excellent habit to cultivate. If 
men and women, as well as chil- 
dren, would take more milk: and 
less of some other things, there 
would be a healthier race, 


One of the most important of all 
the minerals is lime, especially if 
presented in a form readily absorb- 
able by the system. Milk is rich 
in lime and in euch form that it 
goes on its way at once, furnish- 
ing to the bones and teeth the 
fibers of the body, the substance. 
they need for thelr growth and 
strength. 

The muscles and other structures 
making up the framework and 
bulk of the body must have pro- 
tein food. Milk supplies this in 
acceptable form. 

Vitamins, too, accompany the 
butter fat. They assist the growth 
and welfare and promote the 
health. 

Clearness of skin and glow of 
health are founded on proper feed- 
ing. To young and old milk has a 
vital place in the program of prop- 
er feeding. Its use makes for long 
life and vigor.

NEW BELT HIGH I 
COUNTY 10 BE BUILT 


County Court to Designate 
Route of $900,000 Road to 
Connect Four Others. 


Construction will start immedi- 
ately on the $900,000 belt road 
across St. Louis County, connecting 
the four State highways there, 
whieh is to be paid for by the State 
Highway Commission under a re- 
fund due, it was announced today 
by the County Court, or adminis- 
trative body, on learning that the 
State Supreme Court had decided 
the County Court had the author- 
ity to designate the route rather 
than the hfghway commission. 

Whole Route Concrete, 

The road is to run from Mehlville 
on the Lemay Ferry road to Pat- 
tonville on the St. Charles road, 
crossing the other State highways, 
| the Gravois road at Sappington and 
boo Manchester road in Kirkwood. 
| It will utilize Denny road between 
aa Ne and the Olive Street 

The whole of the 20-mi'le 
ele route will be concreted. 

The County Court and the High- 
,| way Commission differed over the 
|route for the five-mile stretch of 
|the highway between Olive Street 
road and Pattonville. 

To Dodge Grade Crossing. 

It was the commission's desire 
| to take the shortest and straightest 
rouse, necessitating acquisition of 
7200 feet of new right-of-way, but 
of eliminating a grade crossing of 
the Creve Coeur trolley tracks. The 
County Court preferred to take a 
winding course over the Fee Fee 
and Dorsett roads, passing through 
the. small settlement of Maryland 
Heights and make a grade crossing 
of the trolley line a boulevard stop 
for cars and automobiles. 

The County Court route will be 
followed that body announced. 
The refund is due the county from 
the State for money advanced in 
construction of highways there. 
There had been no legal guide in 
the matter, so the county asked the 
| Supreme Court to compel the com- 
' mission to accept the county rout- 
| ing. 

This decision, written by Su- 
preme Judge Ragland, and handed

govern handling of about $9,009.,- 
000 in refunds due other counties. 
It has been the commission's policy 
not to build refund roads until all 
other State highways in a particu- 
lar county are completed. 

Limitations of Law. 

Nothing in the 1921 State road 
law grants the commission author- 
ity to designate routes of any high- 
ways, the Supreme Court held, ex- 
cept that on primary routes—as in 
the instance of going north of Fu'- 
ton on the St. Louis-Kansas City 
highway—within narrowly pre- 
i scribed limitations. 

A  badly-needed  cross-county 
road for local travel and a con- 
nection enabling tourists to avoid 
the congestion of St. Louis will be 
provided by the belt highway. Ex- 
‘cept for short stretches, the sec- 
| tion between Sappington and Le- | 
may Ferry road will be on exist- 
ing county thoroughfares. Only 
$473,000 of the refund money’ is 
available at present and all of &t

TAKE HEED— 


How to Carve. 


HE chief care in carving the 
T aitchbone of beef is to cut the 
slices evenly. Cut off and lay 
aside a slice from the entire top, of 
sufficient thickness to reach the 
juicy portion of the meat. A quar- 
ter-inch slice will probably acéom- 
plish this. Then carve, horizon- 
tally, moderately thin slices (not 
extremely thin). 
There are two kinds of fat in this 
joint and diners should be asked as 
to preferences. The solid fat at the 


‘one end should be cut in one slice 


with the meat in order to serve 
the lean and fat together. The 
softer fat, 
and about the center, should be 
cut in horizontal slices and served 
to those who request it. 


A round of beef is carved in the”
